London, Mar. 21. — "Despite the 
less favorable weather conditions," 
says the official report from British 
headquartera in France tonight, "we 
made consldenible progress again 
along the greater part of the front of 
our advance south of Arras, and an 
additional fourteen viBageB have been 
cleared of the enemy. 

"Our troops now have passed the 
general line of Canizy, Estree-en- 
Chausse Nurlu Velu, and, St Leg«r-" 

British troops now are wMitn 12 
miles of SL Quentin. 

French cavalry has advanced to 
within abeot fow and a half ndlaeof 
St. Quentin. one of the brger towns 
believed to be strongly defended by 
the Germans.

Mofimfield, Ky.. March 21.-"Un- 

cle Josh" Robinson is co'ns to the 
Confederate reunion in Washington. 
They have already made iirningc- 
meots for a place for bim to stay— 
"beeause they are rcAffitf particiihr 
about nie now that I am the only col- 
ored nun left to go to the reun- 



"Uncle Josh" is the only black 
in the United States who wears the 
Southern Cross of Honor, given by 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. He alw dnwfl a ConfWIerate 
pension, and he is the only Negro who 
does. He is very proud of his cross, 
and of his badges from the different 
reanions, for he has attended every 
one. He says he expects to go to ev- 
ery reunion until he dies, and that is 
a long time off. He is not sure just 
kow oM he is, but he "waa oldenouffh 
to shoulder a musket in 1862." At 
every reunion he carries the banner 
of the Adam Johnaoo CoBpaagr, tlM 
Tenth Kentu9ky. 

He loves to ten the story of the sack 
cf meal it took him 52 years to take 
home, for that is the story of how he 
joined the Confederate army. He liv- 
ed in Warren county, where he was a 
slave in the family of Ewing Robin- 
son. One day he went to the mill to 
get a sack of meal. On bis way home 
he met Captabi Baasett, who asked 
him if he did not want to join the 
army? Uncle Josh threw the sack of 
meal over the fence, and left with 
Captain Bassett. "And didn't go 
back till three years ago. 52 years af- 
ter I left," he said.

MorganfleM, and he has many friends. 

He is of the type that is rapidly dyinc 
out, the old time ^arkey.

For some time he took charge of 
the horses, but he says that was actu 
at fighting, toOk for it alwayadid seem 
to him that the bullets came hster 
where he and the horses were.
